Her Imperial Majefty has ordered 
an expediti¢n to be undertaken, the object of which is, to af- 
certain the doubts that are entertained with regard to the ex- 
tent and fituation 6f the coafts of Eaftern Siberia, thofe of part 
of the oppofite continent of America, and the iflands in the 
feas whereby thofe countries are feparated. ‘The officer who 
is to command in this expedition is the Sieur Billing, who ac- 
companied Captain Cook in his laft voyage. The adventurer: 
will travel into the interior parts of Eattern Siberia, in order 
to afcertain the real fituation of the river Kovyma, and the 
coalts of the country inhabited by the Tfchutky, who have 
voluntarily fubmitted+o the dominions of the Emprefs. The 
fhips will then fail to Okborfki, to rectify the omiflions of for- 
mer navigators, with refpect to the iflands in the Eaftern Seas. 
This expedition will take up the fpace of fix years. ‘The Sieur 
Billing will be provided with every thing that can contribute 
to the imptovement of geography and natural hiftory, and will

This Shoal confifts of large ftones, which are fuppofed to have been 
colleéted there by @ very hard gale of wind which happened in Orkney in 
December 1783, when, in-feveral Other parts of that coaft, large ftones, 
and fragments of rocks, wére driven, by the violence of the fea, a great 
diftance from the place they had always fain in before. ‘This aecount 
was tranimitted to me by Collector Riddoch of Kirkwall, who employed 
one Melvin, a fhip-mafter and branch-pilot in. Stromnefs, to cxamine the 
Shoal; and went along with him, to witnels his accuracy.
